Santiago do Cuba, Oct. 27. — Major 
Pettit, in command of the United 
States troovi $t Manzanillo and miU- 
tanr coranor of tli« city, tolegtapliwl 
thsft tlM Cabta ftmrM, RIm, olf«ni 
umtA men to aasist the Ameri- 
cani in preserving order, merely ask- 
ing rations In return. 

General Wood sent tb« following re- 
ply: "Onrtainly not The onlr eoiidi- 
tiona on which rationa are to be Issued 
are the complete disarmament and dls- 
bandment of tlit- troops." 

Some of the Cubans here consider 
that the United States la treatiiic Its 
allies badly In not allowing the Cuban 
forces to remain armed. They con- 
tend that the Cuban soldiers who have 
been fighting three years, who speak 
the language of the country, are bet- 
ter fitted for garrlaon duty than "un- 
tnttB«d Tolimtetn;" 

The* Cuban general, Macle Rodri- 
guez, virtually voices the sentiment of 
■ the Cuban army when he says: "We 
thank the United States for the assist- 
ance It haa gYen na, btit the time has 
now arrived when the Cubans should 
be placed in the highest offices and 
should prepare to take over the island 
on the departure of the Spanish." 

Cuban eztremlata hare are Jubilant 
at the reported attltfad* of the Cuban 
aaaembly at Santa Cruz Del Snr, where 
the delegates, while expressing their 
gratitude to the Americans, practically 
demand a distinctive Cuban govern- 
ment The Cuban mcAeratea, on the 
otfier hand, regret thia ttaod, thinking 
it best for the United States authori- 
ties to continue in charge of affairs 
for a year at least, so as to set things 
going and to prevent any complica- 
tions with foreign gOTeniiMnts. Those 
WDo advocate annexation to the Unit- 
ed States are eztreiAely anxious as to 
the outcome. 

The foreign consuls are conaiderlng 
the advisability of appealing to thO 
powers to prevent a too hasty recognl- 
ticn of the Cuban government

Washington, Dot 27.— Four compa- 
nies of the Second regltnent of volun- 
teer engineers now at Montauk have 
been ordered to Join General I>ee'B 
corps at Savannah. The Sixth Mis- 
souri infantry has been designated to 
remain at Jacksonville and guard the 
stores of the Sevr-nth corps until re- 
moved. This regiment will not go to

Washington, Oct. 27.— Captain Dlck- 
em haa Just returned to the navy de- 
partment from San Francisco, whither 
he went to locate the buildings for the 
new navaJ training station on Yerbia 
Buena island. The officer provided in 
his plana for 800 apprentices, and left 
everythisc in train for the beginning 
of the i^bfk df ebnstrucUon, for which 
oongress has appropriated $60,000.

Paris, Oct 27.— Both the Spanish and 
the American commissioosra ara aiora 
reticent than ever befOra. * 

The Americana fully appreciate not 
only their own sariomi raivoasibllities, 
but also tba dallcaia position of tiielr 

Spanish colleagues, to the burrlen of 
whose duties here is now added the 
critical political eiituutlon at Madrid, 
which may compel the president of the 
Spaniab aomailaaion (who ia alao prea- 
Ident of the senate). Saaer Hoataro 
Rios, to leave Paris. 

In confirming tho report that 
Premier Sagasta and the queen regent 
have prevailed upojl the minister of 
war General Corraa, to indefinitely 
postpohs his resignation, pending the 
conclusion of the peace negotiations, a 
Spaniard says that they represented to 
the general that hla withdrawal might 
entail not only the fall of the cabinet 
but cause the resignation of certain 
members of ihe Spanish commission, 
including Scnor Montero Itios, and 
thereby gravely compromise tba iBBUe 
of the peace negotiations. 

The net result is that an open crisis 
seems to have been avoided until the 
conclusion of the treaty of peace. In 
any case this has done away with the 
necessity for an ad interim govern- 
ment which was lately suggested as 
likely to ba a aoltttloa of tba present 
dlfllcultles. 

As the pnacR negotiations are now 
nearing the discussion of the Philip- 
pine question the Americans feel that 
no stage of the proceedings has so de- 
oiaadad their ooaaldarata traatmant

Washington, Oct 27.— At the aeasion 

of the Catholic Toung Men's union 
Mr. C. F. Bonnlwell of Philadelphia 
read the report of the archdiocese of 
that city. Charles Webber, treasurer of 
the Brastus V. Bronaoa memorial com- 
mittee, reported that the committee 

had decided that an endowment in the 
Catholic university was an appropriate 
Instrument to perpetuate the memory 
of that eminent man and ha handed to 
Monsignor Oooatyk the rector of the 
university, a package, which supposed- 
ly contained a check as the nucleus for 
earrylni out the soeiety'a intantloaa.

Michigan City, Ind., Oct. 27— The 
steamer H. A. Tuttle, gralnladen from 
Chicago, is sunk In the mouth of the 
river a total wreck.

The schooner Aberdeen, consort of the 
TatUa. waa cast adrift on Laha Mi^U 
gan. and when last seen was labortaf 
heavily. Her whereabouts are un- 
known. 

The Tuttle is owned by the Nicholas 
Transit company of Cleveland. Her 
cargo consisted of 76,000 biiehels ot 
corn, and was Insured for $27,000. The 

schooner Aberdeen was worth $47,000, 
and her cargo of corn was insured for 
118.000. 

Soaked In the Lake,

In 1873 the farmers of the United States 
produced 271,254,700 bushels of wheat 
which they sold inr?:!J;!,r)fM,805. In 1S!)() 
they produced 407,100,947, and for which 
they received |SS7,989,W8. While the 
wheat produced in 18W was 193,852,105 
bushels greater than that of 1873, the 
money received for it was $85,655,807 less 
than for that of 1873. "The depreciation 
in the price of wheat under the ^oh\ 
standard," observes an exchange, "is 
thus plainly aeon. No more convincing 
statement can be made than this to show 
the blighting effect on the important in- 
dustry of farming." 



TiiK voters of the county are called on 
to settle two important questions on No- 
vember 8th, first, free tampikea ; aecond, 
binds to pay for them, A bare majority 
will carry the free turnpike tjueetion, ijiit 
it will take a two-thirds majority to au- 
thorize the issue of tbe bonds.

If the propoaitions carry 
it will settle a question that has proved 
a verv vcxiitiuus ami costly one not only 
to Mason County but to many other 
conntiea in Kentncky. Within the past 
year the county has paid out over ?'),000 
simply for guarding tbe toUgates and 
bridges on two of these roads. If the 
voters should fail to authorize the issue 
of bonds to pay for the roads it means a 
return to tbe tollgato system, and that 
will no doubt necessitate the appoint* 
ment of guards, and renewed trouble and 
expense to the county. We repeat, let's 
settle tbe question forsver, by voting fcr 
frae pikes and alao tbe bonds to pay for 
them.

Tin' appel- 
lees, o73 in number, re&ideute aud tax- 
payers of Chicago, filed a bill to enjoin 
the city from enforcing an ordinance pro- 
viding that all vehicles used in the 
streets of the city, including those for 
private nee or pleasure, should pay an 
annaal license fee, tbe money collected 
from this source to constitute u .special 
fund for street improvement, known as 
tbe "wheel-tax fond." 

The Circuit Court of Cook County is- 
sued the writ aud the Supreme Court af- 
firmed tbe deoree, holding that "in this 
case there is no express power given the 
City Council to impose this license fee 
and no implied power arises which itives 
the right.
